We have to look forward to the future, 
optimistically. At East Side, we've 
learned many things, both in and out of 
the classroom.

Soon we will part, but the friend- 
ships we have made and the times we 
have shared will be forever cherished. 
When we go our separate ways, we will 
always have East Side and each other in 
our hearts. The hourglass has flipped, 
marking the end of one experience... and 
the beginning of a new one. 
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Presented on November 25th 
1908, there was a resolution calling for 
the construction of East Side High 
School. The resolution was adopted by 
the Board of Education. ; 

In September of 1910 a competi- 
tive exam was held for principalship. 
The successful candidate was Thomas 
F. Kennedy of Barringer High School. 
Mr. Kennedy immediately began to se- 
lect a faculty. 


The school was organized Febru- 


ary 1st, 1911. All first year pupils par- 
ticipated at the Market Street Annex. 
The following April the school moved 
to the new building with an enrollment 
of 450 students. The first class gradu- 
ated from East Side High School in 1914 
with 31 graduates.

Now eighty-five years later, 
East Side has undergone many 


changes, from the students and ad- 


ministration, to the addition of “A” 
new building in 1979. 

Our present principal is Dr. 
Caesar Previdi and our graduating 
class consists of 356 pupils. We see, 
covered in mud, a football player for 
the turn of the century, Quadir Moss 
and our new front entrance. 
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In the spring of our Junior year, The 

500 Nations Club, The Environmental Club, 
Aspira Club and those who chose to volun- 
teer their time, went to Branch Brook Park to 
participate in the Earth Day ‘98 activities. 
We planted trees and helped to clean up the 
many community service projects that 


throughout our years at East Side. 


As the night of May 22,1998 began 


the hours of preparation and waiting 


came to an end. We arrived at Campino’s 
excited to see what would come of our 


special night. 


The DJ welcomed us and smiling 
faces filled the dance floor. Flashes filled 
the room from all the angles capturing 


those unforgettable moments. 


Slowly the night came to an end 
with few couples left. Those left dancing 
to the final song knew “Our Hearts Will 


Go On” to our next special event.
